Union between the United States, Germany, Austria, Hungary, Belgium, Denmark, (including Iceland 
and the Faroe Islands,) Egypt, Spain, (including the Balearic Isles, the Canary Islands, the Spanish 
possessions on the northern coast of Africa, and the postal establishments of Spain upon the western 
coast of Morocco,') Great Britain, (including Gibraltar and the Island of Malta, with the dependencies 
of the latter, namely, the islands of Gozzo, Comino, and Cominotto,) British India,’ viz: Hindostan, 
British Burmah, and Aden; Greece, Italy, Luxemburg, Norway, the Netherlands, Portugal, (including 
the island of Madeira and the Azores,) Roumania, Russia, (including the Grand Duchy of Finland,) 
Servia, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, Montenegro, France, and the French colonies’ in the West Indies, 
in South America, on the coast of North America, in Africa, in the Indian Ocean, in the South Pacific 
Ocean, in Asia, and in Oceanica, the following classes of correspondence, addressed to any of the foreign 
countries above mentioned, cannot be transmitted in the mails: 

Lerrers which contain coins, jewelry, or any article liable to customs duties. 

PackaGes or Sampres which exceed 82 ounces in weight, or which contain coins, jewelry, or any 
article of a salable value. 

PaocxacEs or Booxs AND orHeR Printed Marrer which exceed 2 pounds 3 ounces in weight, and 
also newspapers, circulars, notices, &c., upon which the whole postage is not paid. 

The inclosed , excluded from the mails by the above provisions, is sent to 


you for delivery to the owner, to whom you will explain the reason for its return.

In order that printed matter, samples of merchandise, and legal and commercial ¢o¢uments may 
be sent at the lowest rate of postage, senders must comply with the following condition’®

Books, Newspapers, ard Printed Matter—( Weight limited to 2 pounds and 5 genes. ) 


Books, newspapers, prittted matter, and other similar articles must be placed under bands, or in 
an envelope open, or folded £0 as to admit of their being easily examined, and, except 1 
particulars, they must pee’. no writing whatever: i. 

Proofs of printing or of music may bear corrections made with the pen relating exdlusively to the 
text or to the exeention of the work. 

Oirculars, notices; &c., may bear the signature of the sender, with his trade or profé 
also indicate the place of origin and the date. t 

Passages in a book to which it is desired to call special attention may be marked > 
stroke of the pen, and, whep sent by the author, may also bear upon the fly-leat a wilt 
or a complimentary inscriptipn. 

Printed or lithographed stock and share lists, prices-current, and market repor 
prices added in writing or by means of any impression whatever. No other additions:

3. Packages which are not in accordance with the above conditions will be charged with letter 
postage, except those which are valuable. The latter will not be forwarded, nor those the conveyance 
of which would be attended with risk or danger; for example, glass, poisons, explosive chemicals, &c. 






Tegal and Commercial Documents—( Weight limited to 2 pounds and 3 ounces.) 


The following articles are considered legal and commercial documents and are admitted as such to 
the reduced postage extended to them by the treaty: Acts and deeds of all kinds drawn up by public 
functionaries, invoices, the various documents on the service of insurance companies, copies or extracts 
of deeds under private seal written upon stamped or unstamped paper, scores or sheets of manuscript 
music, and in general all manuscript papers and documents which have not the character of an actual 
and personal correspondence. 

Legal and commercial documents must be sent under a movable band, and ere so as to admit 
of their being easily examined. 

Packets which do not fulfill the conditions above enumerated will be treated as unpaid letters and 
charged accordingly. : .

Norn.—The rates of postage to all countries of the General Postal Union, except British India 
and the French colonies, are as follows: Letters, 5 cents for each half ounce; postal cards, 2 cents each; 
newspapers, 2 cents for each 4 ounces; books and other printed matter, 2 cents for each 2 ounces. 

Postage to British India and the French colonies: Letters, 10 cents per half ounce; postal cards, 
4 cents; newspapers, 4 cents for each 4 ounces; books and other priuted matter, samples, &e., 4 cents 
for each 2 ounces. Registration fee on any article mailed, 10 cents. 

The prepayment of letters is optional, but unpaid letters will be charged in the country of desti- 
nation with double the rate levied in that country on prepaid letters. The prepayment of postal cards, 
registered articles, newspapers, and other printed matter is compulsory. “a
